News reached here tha t they also 
raided the ranch of Felip e Valdez, 
sixty miles from 
Presido, tak ing a 
num b e r of horses and sup p lies. 
It is 
generally thought they are getting 
new* m ounts for the p urp ose of com­ 
mitting raids into Texas towns. 
This sam e 
band 
camf 
vicinity of'I^ajitas, and it is said, sev­ 
eral of the m e m b e rs were in the band 
which raided Glen Sp rings. 
The to­ 
tal force is from three hundred to 
five hundred men. 
As a result of these new raids, p ur­ 
suit of the Mexican bandits who raid­ 
ed (Hen Sp rings two week s ago, is to 
be given up and the American gov­ 
ernm ent, for the p resent, will con­

T hey p enetrated over one 
hund re d miles into Mexico and e n­ 
countered but one force of bandits, 
and these escap ed, a f te r abandoning 
Deemer and his men. 
The fact tha t 
additional cavalry is not available to 
extend 
the line of communication, 
and that m otor truck s a r e not avail­ 
able in sufficient quantities to k eep 
sup p lies going to the troop s, is con­ 
sidered resp onsible for the ab a nd on­ 
m ent of the exp edition. 
It is declared 
in m ilitary circles 
tha t no more of General Pershing's 
forces a re to he w ithd ra w n from Mex­ 
ico at p resent. 
The second p unitive, 
exp edition into Mexico, though small, 
caused m ore serious objection from 
the C a rra nz a officials, according to 
rep orts here, than the Pershing ex­ 
p edition, m any Mexicans look ing up ­ 
on these as p roof tha t the United 
States was gradually slip p ing in one 
exp edition a fter a nothe r in an effort 
to seize the entire country.

Wolf E. Von lgel, form er secretary 
to Cap tain von Pap en, recalled Ger­ 
m a n military attache, was arrested 
in New York in connection with a 
p lot to blow up the Welland canal, 
and his p ap ers were seized by federal 
agents and k ep t desp ite vigorous p ro­ 
tests by Count von Bernstorff, the Ger­ 
m an am bassador. 
G erm any c onte nd ­ 
ed that von Ig*d, as a dip lomatic of­ 
ficer. was im m une from arrest, and 
his p ap ers im mune from seizure. 
The Germ an p rop osal to settle this 
acute controversy ha s now been sug­ 
gested by the G erm an ambassador. 
It is for legal p roceedings a gainst von 
lgel to be drop p ed and his p ap ers re 
turned, on the und e rsta nd ing that he 
be recalled and p unished in Germany, 
p roviding the eridence

Berlin disp atch­ 
es say that .t he Italians have been 
driven back four miles from the p osi­ 
tions on A ustrian soil, which they 
occup ied at the op ening of the attack , 
and which they had held since early 
in the war. 
T he p ositions on the Austrian side 
of the frontier in this region from 
which 
the 
Italians now have been 
driven, were abandoned by the Aus- 
tria ns originally, according to Ger­ 
m an military writers, in order to base 
their defense on a stronger line r un­ 
ning across the head of the lak e from 
Riva to a p oint som ew hat south of

Now that the A ustrian offensive in 
the T re ntino is under way, the Aus- 
tria ns a re seek ing to drive the Ital­ 
ians back across the frontier to re ­ 
lieve the p ressure on Riva, Rovereto 
and Trent. 
Using large forces of men from tw o 
new divisions recently brought up to 
the Verdun front, tin* G erm ans m ade 
extrem ely violent atta c k s during the 
night on tin- front between the Bois 
D ’Avocourt and H I 304.

ing troop s were thrown back on both 
flank s, but succeeded in the center, 
on the Haucourt Fenos road, in cap ­ 
turing a small work to the south of 
Hill 287.

and to the west of Hill 304, on he 
right, the G e rm a ns m assed their a t ­ 
tack ing forces in an effort to continue 
the p rogress m ade in Hill 287 sec­ 
tor. but were check ed by the French 
artillery.

At the war office it. was learned 
that a telegram had been sent to 
General Sir John Maxwell, reading: 
“If the facts are as stated, the exe­ 
cution is to be postponed.”

For a decade while prohibition area 
was steadily spreading, the statistics 
of the federal government showed the 
manufacturers of intoxicants paying 
taxes on a constantly enlarging quan­ 
tity of their products. 
And it sure­ 
ly did make a hard nut for a prohibi­ 
tionist to crack—to explain the reason 
why the liquor trade got better while 
saloons were all the time growing 
fewer.—The Continent. 
Not such a hard nut when it is 
known that all liquor on which the 
government tax has been paid is offi­ 
cially reported as "consumed,” and 
that during the decade referred to 
large quantities were forced out of 
the bonded warehouses by the time 
limit and stored in private warehouses 
awaiting a constantly decreasing de­ 
mand. 
“But,” continues the Continent, with 
pertinent emphasis, "whatever was 
the real secret of that paradox, the ne­ 
cessity of explaining it has now quite 
gone by. 
It is a fact no more. 
The 
business of brewing and distilling is 
at last on a toboggan slide which no­ 
body can deny. The report of the com­ 
missioner of internal revenue for 1915, 
Just issued, shows a decline in both 
beer 
making 
and 
whisky 
making, 
which dem onstrates that prohibition 
ii now prohibiting with a vengeance 
plainly m arking the beginning of the 
end. The 1914 report already showed 
some shortage in the whisky business; 
from the year before there was a de­ 
cline of 15,000,000 gallons. 
But the 
new report proves how falling bodies 
are accelerated as they fall, for the 
decline in the year Just past is 41,000,- 
000 gallons—from 181,000,000 to 140,- 
000,000. 
“Even more significant is the record­ 
ed item that within the year 198 dis­ 
tilleries quit business out of 743 such 
institutions in the United States. And 
meanwhile the quantity of beer made 
in this country decreased from 66,000,- 
COO barrels to 59,000,000. 
This is, for 
the brewers, their first setback, but it 
furnishes sufficient notice that they 
are ticketed for the same downgrade 
that their distilling brethren are em­ 
barked on. 
The cry is ‘Going down!’ 
for the whole crew of ’em.”

Ordinance No. 251. 
An ordinance licensing and regulat­ 
ing junk stores, prescribing a penalty 
for 
the 
violation 
thereof, 
repealing 
conflicting 
ordinances, and 
fixing the 
time when the same shall take effect. 
Sec tion 1. Be it ordained by the Com­ 
mon Council of the City of Seymour, 
Indiana, th at it shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to con­ 
duct, maintain or engage in the busi­ 
ness of keeping a junk store or engage 
in the business of buying and selling 
of junk, old metal, rags, old rope, old 
canvas, old paper or the like within the 
City of Seymour, Indiana, unless such 
persons, firm or corporation shall have 
first paid the license fee to the city 
treasurer and procured a license there­ 
for, as in this ordinance prescribed. 
Every 
person, 
firm 
or corporation 
conducting or maintaining a junk store 
or engaged in the business of buying 
and selling of junk shall pay to the 
City Treasurer an annual license fee of 
fifteen 
dollars ($15.00) 
and upon the 
presentation 
of the 
reeeipt therefor 
from the City Treasurer to the City 
Clerk, it shall be the duty of the City 
Clerk to issue to such person, firm or 
corporation the license applied for. Such 
license 
shall 
be 
designated 
“ Junk 
D e a l e r s ' License.” 
Said license shall 
bear date from August 1st each year, 
and no reduction shall be made tor any 
part of the year already elapsed at the 
time of making application 
for such 
license. 
One person, firm or corporation may 
take out in his or its own name any 
number 
of licenses; 
but a 
separate 
license fee shall be paid for each per­ 
son employed in buying or acting for 
any ^uch person, firm or corporation in 
buying junk, old metal, old rags, paper 
or the like. 
Any such employee or 
agent acting for another in buying junk 
shall be authorized so to act in writing 
by the person, firm or corporation hold­ 
ing 
the license 
and a 
copy of such 
written 
authority shall 
be filed with 
the City C’lcrk. 
The City Clerk shall keep a register 
of all licenses granted under this or­ 
dinance, in which he shall record the 
name of the person licensed, the num­ 
ber of licenses issued, the time of is­ 
suing, the place of business of the per­ 
son, firm or corporation so licensed and 
a record of the persons authorized to 
act under the license issued in the name 
of another. 
Section 2. It 
shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation holding 
a license under the provisions of this 
ordinance to refuse to exhibit it to any 
person demanding the same; and this 
shall apply to any person acting under 
a license issued in the name of another. 
Section 3. I t shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation holding 
a license under the provisions of this 
ordinance to authorize any minor to 
act under a lieensp issued to such per­ 
son, firm or corporation. 
Section 4. It 
shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation holding 
a license under the provisions of this 
ordinance or any person acting under a 
license issued in the name of another as 
in this ordinance provided to take, re­ 
ceive or purchase, any property, article 
or tiling from any minor, or the owner­ 
ship of which is in or which is claim­ 
ed by any minor, or which may be in 
the possession or under the control of 
any minor. 
Section 5. The Marshal of the City of 
Seymour, may, in his discretion, cause 
any goo d s, articles or things of value 
purchased by any such person, firm or 
corporation, which he >hall have reason 
to believe was not purchased of the 
lawful owner, to be held for the pur­

for

length of time, not exceeding five days, 
as the said Marshal shall deem neces­ 
sary for such identification.

(1809-1900) 
Indiana 
was represented 
in the 
Cabinet 
of 
President 
Hayes 
by 
Richard \Y. Thompson. 
Thompson 
was born in Culpepper, Ya., in 1809. 
In 1831 he settled at Bedford, Ind. 
He had charge of the Bedford Sem­ 
inary one year. 
While working in 
a store lie studied law and in 1834 
was elected to the legislature by the 
whigs. 
Two years 
later he 
was 
elected to the state senate. 
In bis law partnership with George 
Dunn he 
became known 
as one ol 
Indiana's ablest lawyers. 
1 It* wa- 
elected to 
the 27th 
c o n g r e s s from 
Bedford and to the 30th congre-- 
from Terre Haute. 
He was a close 
friend and associate of Lincoln and 
of John Quincy Adams. 
President 
Taylor nominated him as minister to 
Austria but he declined the nomina­ 
tion. 
In 1877 he became secretary 
of the navy in the cabinet of Presi­ 
dent liayes. Thompson died in 1900.

When nineteen years old he enlisted I

Twentieth Regiment of Indiana Vol­ 
unteer Infantry. 
His regiment took 
part in the Georgia campaign, pnrti- 
eipated in the fall of Atlanta, and 
was thereafter transferred to Ten­ 
nessee, where it participated in the 
battles of 
Spring Hill, Franklin and 
Nashville. 
Hi* was honorably dis­ 
charged at Raleigh, N. (*., Jan. 8, 
186f) 
A fter removing to 
Kansas, 
Mr. 
Stanfield was 


and saw considerable service in the 
Indian troubles during the years of 
'(>8 and ’69. 
His company of militia 
had several narrow escapes from the 
j Indians, and during the raid in Aug­ 
ust, 1868. one of the company 
w a s 
killed. 
Il(> w a s a faithful and hon­ 
ored member of the G. A. R. and had 
>erved as county treasurer of Re- 
i public county and as mayor of Bell- 
ville. 
Speaking of his life and ca­ 
reer, the Belleville Telescope says: 
I 
“ He was truly a splendid citizen 
and devoted to hi- family. 
Probabh 
no other citizen in 
Belleville 
could 
boast of as many warm friends a- 
eould Mr. Stanfield. 
He was a man 
of sunny disposition with a good

for many, and leaves a- a priceless 
heritage to hi- wife and children an 
honored and untarnished name.

eral terms, and also served as a mem­ 
ber of the school board there.

publican Convention at Chicago from 
this district.
